These are the kind of reports that I 
am constantly called upon, in my of¬ 
ficial capacity, to prove or disprove.” 

“One very goo<l deposit of iron ochre 
of commercial quantity wa-s discover¬ 
ed in the province last summer,” said 
professor Allen. “Also Bentonite 
clay, which was the principal constit¬ 
uent of gumbo, has been proven by 
th^'esearch department of the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta to be adapted to 
the manufacture of many products, 
including shaving soap.
